tion to aid American merchants in 
taking advantage of trade opportuni- 
ties developing from the European 
war and to protect home industry 
against foreign competition upon the 
restoration of peace was considered 
today by President Wilson in confer- 
ence with Secretary Redfield of the 
Department of Commerce and Chair- 
man Davies of the Federal Trade 
Commission. 
As a result of the conference the 
Secretary of Commerce will recom- 
mend to Congress the enactment of a 
law making selling by foreign firms 
at less than the cost of production 
here “unfair competition” punishable 
under the anti-trust laws. A similar 
recommendation will be made by the 
Federal Trade Commission in its an- 
nual report to Congress, which also is 
expected to propose an amendment

WASHINGTON BUREAU OF THE 
TIMES, Oct. 27.— High officials of the 
present Democratic a“ministration to- 
day admitted for the first time that 
the Treasury would be short at least 
$60,000,000 for running expenses, 
even if Congress fulfills the expecta- 
tions of President Wilson and Secre- 
tary McAdoo and suspends the free 
sugar clause of the tart. 

In conjunction with this admission 
it became known that several in- 
fluential Democratic leaders in the 
House will vigorously oppose any 
proposal that is made by the admin- 
istration to restore a duty on wool 
with a view to increasing the revenues 
by $20,000,000. This is the amount 
of revenue that would be derived from 
the proposed duty on wool and it 
would be insufficient. 

From several influential Democrats 
in the House, therefore, the proposal 
will be made that instead of restoring 
the duty on wool, there would be a 
general upward revision of the tariff 
at the next session of Congress. 

This surprising development has 
not yet been brought to the attention 
of President Wilson, but it will be 
within the next two weeks.

Counsel J. H. Johnson, J. I. Garza, 
za Consul here, denied positive- 
ly today that any Mexicans wounded in 
the fighting at Ojo del Agua with 
American soldiers on the American 
side of the border last Thursday had 
been taken to Matamoros for medi- 
cal attention. Reports have been per- 
sistent on this side, however, that Mex- 
ican soldiers have been wounded in 
the fighting of Ojo del Agua and had 
been taken to Reynoso, Mexico. One 
report said the number was nine, but 
it was impossible of confirmation. 

The Twenty-eighth Infantry, which 

reached the border Monday morning, 
has been sent to stations along the 
Rio Grande between Progreso, thirty- 
five miles west of here, and La Grul- 
la, Tex., seventy miles west of here, 
replacing companies of the Fourth In- 
fantry, which had been transferred to 
stations along the railroad between 
Brownsville and San Benito, in the 
vicinity of the recent attacks by the 
bandits. 
With all stations greatly strength- 
ened, officers now believe they have 
the situation in better shape to act 
quickly and effectively against the 
bandits. Searching for bandits in the 
brush so far apparently has availed 
the army nothing, as the work is much 
like looking for the proverbial needle 
in the haystack. 

Three street fights occurred today 
between Americans and Mexicans dur- 
ing the funeral of Private Herman E. 
Moore, killed Sunday night in a fight 
near Brownsville, and whose body was 
sent to Crystal, Ind. The fights are 
said to have been the result of bad 
feeling in these particular cases. 
United States soldiers are not un- 
der orders to wait until fired upon be- 
fore firing on Mexican bandits, and 
the ranking man in command of a 
detachment may use his discretion. 
This was made clear in a conference 
between United States Senator Morris 
Sheppard and Col. A. P. Blocksom, 
commanding the Brownsville border 
patrol district. 

This does not apply to firing across 
the boundary, in which case soldiers 
must not fire until fired upon.

For 
two days last week, Kuspa said, he 
was held a prisoner by Gen. Rodriguez 
at Colonia Morelos, but was released 
on orders of Gen. Villa. 

Many of Villa's generals are urging 
their soldiers toward Agua (Prieta, 
Kuspa declared, by promising them all 
the food and clothing they want when 
we capture Douglas. He added that 
the soldiers were inflamed against 
Americans. 

“Gen. Villa told me not to travel 
toward the Arizona border as he 
feared officers might not be able to 
control some of the men if I attempted 
to pass through the Mexican lines,“

A $3000-a-minute fire destroyed the 
stock and gutted the structure of the 
United States Electric Manufacturing 
Company, No. 459 East Third street, 
at noon yesterday. The loss was esti- 
mated by the police and fire depart- 
ments at $76,000, and it was only 
twenty-five minutes from the time the 
fire alarm was given until the en- 
gines were withdrawing from 
scene with the flames quenched. 

With the aid of the water tower, 
the fre department was able to save 
the adjoining building, occupied by 
the Trans-Pacific Sponge Company and 
the Earl Cowan Coffee Company. The 
stocks of both concerns Were damaged 
to an estimated extent of $5000 each; 
it was one situation where sponges 
took unkindly to water, also coffee. 

Some chemicals, including varnish, 
were stored on the third floor of the 
fireewept building, and it is believed 
the explosion of a can of vartiish 
caused the fire. So rapidly did the 
flames advance that all three floors 
were ablaze when the first unit of the 
fire-fighting apparatus arrived. All 
downtown stations sped their equip- 
ment to the scene in nn to a 
second alarm. 

While hose trutk No. 30 was rac- 
ing toward Third street, the left front 
of the vehicle was thrown, 
pitching B. Craig, No. 1401 Central 
avenue, the driver, to the pavement. 
He Was taken to the Receiving Hos- 
pital for treatment of an injured 
shoulder.

One of the more prominent apple 


dealers of Los Angeles, who has just 


returned from a five weeks trip to the 
apple districts of Oregon and Wash- 
ington, states that there promises to 
be an unprecedented shortage of win- 
ter apples this year. Reports from 
Hood River, Yakima and Wenatchee 
bear out this assertion and, some 
wholesalers are very pessimistic as to 


just how high prices will go by Christ- 


mas time. It seems that the supply of 
winter apples on the Pacific Coast is 


shorter this season than in any pre- 
vious year. At the present writing 
the entire supply of Jonathans and 


Bellefieurs have pabsed from the hands 
of the growers and are either in tran- 


sit or have been sold to purchasers. 
The Far East has also had a bad year 


and the Baldwin crop in New York is 
but a third of previous annual yields. 


Coupled with this decreased production 


h been the creation of a heavy ex- 
port trade which gives indications of 
increasing steadily in volume. Eng- 
land is taking all the green stock the 
Untted States can spare and paying 4 
price for the same that is yielding a 
handsome profit to our shippers. The 


only varieties that have come any- 


where near a normal — 4 thie year 
have been the fall stoc from the 


Central States. Earlier in the season 
the government reports showed that 
counting all grades of apples the en- 
tire crop of the United States would 
total about 80 per cent. of an average 
year. The last official statement, 


however, revises this figure materially, 


and states that the winter crop of ap- 
ples will not exc 40 per cent. of a 


normal year, leaving out of the calcu- 


lation apples used for the making of 
vinegar, cider and other by-products. 
Thus it is safe to say that the supply 
of winter stock will be the smallest
